tlK Clquor Ouestlon 



Mr. Editor: \ very lotsrsstinR aiidresa waa 
delivered at tbe meeting of tbe National Liquor 
Dealers' AasociatioD, hsld in LoaisviUe Tnasdaj, 
Jnne 6tli. As I sappose that the printed oopy 
of the address ia correctly reported in the issue 
of The Courier-Journal of the Gth, and fearing 
th it your readers missad this matchlass piacs 
of oratory, I am ukiag pamiasioa aad spaoe 
for a few short eitraeta, togathar with laeh 
commaata as may saaai ^propriata to the aab- 
ject. 

In the preamble, or rather iatrodaetioa, wa 

find these words: 

"From time to time during tbe past seventy- 
live or ona hundred years wavaa of public senti- 
ment antagonistic to tbe manofacture and aale 
of wine and other alcoholic beverages have 
pasaed over this coantry, leaving ia thsir train 
state, eooa^ aad aanicipal legislation of a mors 
or lass drastic eharaotar — legislation that was 
bound to fail of ita pnrposo ia praetieally aoarly 
every inatanoa— sad this baeaasa thaaantiaoat 
that compolled U was a sa n t i asaat sagsedarad 
by agitation, and totally oaripa for ita aeforoo- 
ment." 

Just a word or two in reply to tbat: If tbe 
a);itation and legislation of a hundred years has 
bean with so little practical rsaolta, aad the pro- 
gisas of tho Liqaor Jaggeraaat of dastreetioa 

has been so little impeded in ita death-dealing 
powera, why tbe neceaaity of this pleading to 

the public? 

"It is far easier to pass a law than to enforoo 
a law, and this mora aapecially whoa tha pnr- 
poao of the law is to deprive a man of what ha 
balievaa to be an inherent right — a right that 
ia guaranteed by all free institotiona — a right 
to be a sovereign to himaelf. • * • Expe- 
rience hu ahown that when a man hu voted 
for prohibition it ia ia? ariably for the bsneflt of 
others and not for himaalf, for no man seems 
tu really believe that aociety can order hia life 
more wisely than he can order it, and for thia 
reason all prohibitory laws, be they pasaed by 
the people of Maine, or of Kansas, or of Iowa, 
have in each caDtt become dead letters on the 
Ktatute buolcH ; demoralising to order, dsstruo- 
tive (if revenue and at war Witk fffftB SSSSe 
and good citisensbip." 

Yea.iBdaadI Tha rod-haadod Aaarehiat is to 

go 8Cott free, kill when and where he will, be- 
cause he "believes that he has an inhereot right" 
to kill! Doea the Liquor Asaociation mean to 
claim for itaalf under ooror of tho words "all 
free iaatitatioas* a goToraaMat that is to azist 
in defiance of the laws of every civilizud gov- 
ernment? Hardly, I think; and yet tbat is the 
precis* kind of govsrasMnt that tha whole liqaor 
bnsiaaaa has att aa y tad to set np, aad whioh, 
thank OodI has thus far only proved to bo an 
attempt. And so the laws of Maine, Kansas 
and Iowa against tbe traffic bava baaa palpable 
and compleU failorw ia the seppi'Miise, either 
wholly or ia part, of the saooasa dl the liqaor 
boslneaa! Why, then, my b r o ther me, do you 
make such an ado about nothing? Why not let 
the poor doludsd mortals go ea ia tha aakiag 
of lava "iaaeakaadofery 



the statute books?" Why do you waste your 
vital breath in pronouncing against prohibitory 
snactmsnts if thsy "don't cut any ico" or in> 
tarfers with your inereaasd soeeossT Chsngs 
that tone — it's entirely out of date, and yoo do 
not believe what yon say! And so prohibitory 
laws are "dsmoralising to order, destructive of 
revaaeaaadatwarwithgoodcitisonship?" Well, 
I hsvs loaned something! Really, now, I had 
not heard that the I.i.juur Deak-rs' Asaociation 
had gone into the Sunday-school buiineaa; so 
aelting liquor aad making drunkards and dsmons 
is coadacivoto "ordsrr Why did tou not ssy 
that without it "no man could snter into the 
kingdom of God?" Yon are mistaken; you are 
recruiting for another country! lan't this re- 
freshing? "OoatroctiT* of rofoaaar Brary 
man of this whole tribe breaking his nock to psy 
taxes for tho support of his country ! Is it not 
a fact that tie recent Legislature paased a law 
—calling aa nawilling lot of moo ia extra sas- 
sioB to do it— to prevaat farther ataaUac fh>m 
the state, and forcing these gentlemen to pay 
op in full? "At war with common sense and 
good citisaaahtp." That'aaoorkort Yoaaoan 
dsatraeti^ of eoaunoa ssase aad good oitiMa- 
ship Is the aafarioes bualassa rspraieatad by 
youraelfl Why not organize an institution, 
build placea of worship, and have as an altar or 
holy place a demijohn of whisky or a keg of 
beer? It is a pity that so maoh piety should 
rua towastal 

"That prohibitory laws are all evaded is 
clearly shown by th* fact that notwithstanding 
tbe adoption of prohibitioa by a annbor of 
states and by iaaaiaarablacooatiss natil at tbs 
presaat tine it ia ealawfal to soil winss or 
spirits ia mere thee oae-half of tha gaograpbic al 
limiu of tha UaUed States, tho domaad for such 
bevsragsa has iaeraasod ia almost tha same 
proportloa aa oar population, from tha legiti- 
mat* trads, aad ia aa enormously greater pro- 
portion from illicit distillers and ratailors." 

So prohibitory Isws only reenit in "increasing 
the demand for such bavera^'itti;" then why don't 
you spend your time and money in enlarging 
tha proUbHioa tarritoryt Hmply beceeaa you 
know that you are aottalliac tie truth I lam 
truly glad that yon admit "thoro is something 
doing" in "more than one-half of thegeograpb- 
ieal Umito of tho Uaitad Stataa." With ia- 
eraaaad aad iaaraaaiat moaMatem th* work is 
going forward, and tbe next address deliverad 
before your Association, yon will be able to add 
that "mora tbaa two>thirdhof the geographical 
limits" hare baaa broai^t aador th* helpf al ia- 
flusaea of prohiWtloa. Why shoeM yoe aero, 
if it helpayoarhilasssT Thst was an nnkind 
remark of yours about your brethren, "illicit 
distillers and retailers T' Yoo ought to make 
apology to them for that cmel statsmeat. 

'We shall not bo so unoharitabie aa to eoa- 
tead that th* agitaUoe from which this public 
santimaot originatas owss its p*raist*at roeur- 
temere*eerymotlf«asathoparlof the 



l>erauae it ^ives a pleaiureable exi-itement te 
women who tire of the monotony i>f home, but 
^ on the contrary we shall be candi i in the ad- 
I miaaion that there is good and auflicient r>>a.son 
; for an arousing of public sentiment in this 
oountry, and we confeas a feeling of sympathy 
I with the moTomonta for th* uplifting of maa> 
I kind aad for th* pnriflcation of aociety." 

bat that very much like an extract from aa 
orthodox aanwn? Th* d*vil has always had a 
f*w fairly good preachers ia his business; not 
the Preachera of the Gospel, but the other kind; 
ssy lir. Taylor as an example. He ia, in all 
probability,* backsUddaa Chriitiaa— a long way 
back. Yes, th* poor women ar* "tirsd of th* 
monotony of home," such a home that is more 
nearly a hell because of the kind h><lp of the 
liquor business! And you sre in "sympathy 
with th* mov*m*nts for tha apUftiag of he- 
msnity and for the purifloation of society." I 
wish that I could believe what you aay. Provo 
yuur sincerity by abandoning tbe businOM that 
would be so beneficial in tbe "uplift." 

In th* B*xt paragraph Mr. Taylor favors the 
White Ribbon Movement, the Blue Ribbon Move- 
ment and even the Anti-Saloon Movement,. 
>p*aks words of disapproval oonc«ming drunk- 
«BBaas, disrspntable saloons, and than follow, 
thes* words: "and we, the delegatasto this con- 
vention of the wine and spirit trade, desire to 
express in no uncertain tones oar antirs sympa- 
thy with tha aiferta that hafe baaa, or may bo, 
pat foith to axtermiaata the evils, and our wil- 
lingness to load co-oparation and aasiitance in 
every means in our powar." 

That ia equal to the moat rabid utterance of 
a tomperaaeo "faaatic" But Ur. Taylor doaa 
not mean aaingle word of what he says; tbe 
strange thing is that he «xpacU anybody of 
soaadmiadtdbaUsrawhat basaysl Now beer 
him again: "Wo do not desire to dscoiv* or t» 
mislead, nor to be misundsrstood.and in all oaa- 
dor w* daclsre our views to be ss follows: W* 
bolisT* that wiass aad spirita are bltssiags jwr 
te, inteadsd by aa AHwIie >mMaaee to briag 
health and happiness to mankind." So that ia 
your orsod. Now I undsrstand you thoroughly. 
Th* Anarchist would put it thus: "We believe 
that tha killiag of Kiap aad ralars is a blsaa- 
ing ysr ss, aad will eoatrlbete te the bringing 
of health aad happiness to the rest of us who 
are alivel" Of coarse, he does not take th» 
name of the Almighty in hia busiasas; ia the! 
respect his honor is soperior to yours. 

But, Mr. Editor, I havs not ooeuisBtod on quit* 
one-balf of the addreas; to iaolada tha whole 
woald be aa impositioa on yoar pagaa.

Ur. Taylor trsata of the Mission of

' Every oaa of these paragraphs ia u far from 
the truth as the ones above noted and quoted, 
but they ar* interesting reading, and if your 
rsaders dimaa'd mora ad the Uad givaa ia thia 
article, let ma kaow, aad I will eartaialyb* da- 
lightwl to sarvO ap tha dilh ia a way tbat will 
satisfy the most axeotiaf epieura.
